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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 42-48; 84-87; 88-89 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claims 42-48; 84-87; 88-89 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 42 and 88 are rejected because it is unclear how "the electrolyte" can 
comprise a porous substrate. An electrolyte is usually liquid but an electrolyte 
membrane would have a substrate. It is unclear what is meant by "wherein at least one 
graft polymer molecule is bound to a surface of a pore in the porous substrate at one 
end of the graft polymer molecule and the graft polymer fills the pore ". 

Claim 84 is rejected because it is unclear what is meant by "a surface of a pore". 
It is unclear what pore is being discussed.
